When iiiilli(MiH of vottM's :ili.sciittul tlnni' 
selves t'roiu the polls (iH election statistics in 
recent years have di.scluHeil they did do at 
state elections, that refusal to vote was an ex*

^dfdatea, or of both. 

It was iiLitself a declaration of independence 
as to party allegiance, and rendered those 
voters subject to be rightly classed as inde* 
pendents.

Pedro, an a mere boy. fell under the 
Influence of ou^ of the moat beauti- 
ful, clever and unscrupulous women 
of all history. She was Maria de 
PadiUa. It was ah* who pvompUd hUn 
to oast aside Ms oeuaaoUors and to 
daelaro bimaalf kiaff. lUr aest step 
waa to induce him to gire her relap 
tlves the highest court offlces. Tbe 
crafty old prime inlulsler. Albu- 
(juerque, bad atrengthenod Maila'a In- 
fluence over Pedro lu the hoi>e of ad- 
vancing bla own intereata. Uut Maria 
made Pedro dlBtnlss Albuquerque from 
aervlce. Courllera who failed to pay 
her all aorta of astravacant compli- 
meata wora put to doatb by the klas's 
orders. A oioner lendar who refused 
to advance money for her expendi- 
tures is said to have been boiled in 
olL 

When Pedro waa twenty It was ar- 
ranged that lie aliould luarry a gentle 
aud lovely French princeiia, Blanche 
of Bourbon. Maria, fetu-iDg> to loau 
her own power over the young king, 
hit on a truly devilish trick for mak- 
ing blm hata his sweet young wife. 
Blanche gavo Pedro a aplendld Jow- 
eied girdle as a bridal gift Maria, 
by a sleigbt-oT-hand feat, atoia the 
girdle and put In its place a poisonous 
■naka. She then worked on Pedro's 
Bui>ei btidoiis hy telling liliu IHancbe 
wua u burieie.^M, aii<l li:ul Bought to 
kill hlui by mean* of tlio 'bewitched" 
girdle. In terror, Pedro aenl hU In- 
nocent wife to prison. (They had 
been married just three days.) 

For this and for other acts of eru- 
eity and miarulo tho peoplo muraur' 
ed. They took Blaneba'a part Bo 
did Pedro's half-brotbor, Don VM- 
rique. Pedro assured them that he 
loved Ulauche aud would set her free. 
Inatead. he put her to death. He in- 
vited h^idrlque to the jialace and went 
forth to greet him aa the latter enter- 
ed the palace courtyard. Then, at a 
signal from Pedro. Fadrique was 
stabbed to death by an assassin. 

A second half-bretl^ was dlapoaad 
of by Pedro ia Ilk* aaanaer. So ware 
mtay aoblamen. At last, under a 
third half-brother, Henry of Trasta- 
mara, the noblaa rebelled againat Pe- 
dro. Tbe pope excommunicated blm 
for bla series of black criiuea. He 
waa driven out of Spain by Henry and 
by tbe latier'a allies, the "White Com 
paniea" (aoldlera of fortune). Taking 
refuge in Franco, Pedro fell in with 
tb* "Black Prince." heir apparent of 
Badaad, who waa ravaging the iVaneh 
lands. By making oertals glittering 
promiaca of reward Pedro induced the 
Black Prince to help him regain his 
throne. At the head of an English 
army they marched Into S|)alii. There, 
in the flerce battle (Navarete, 1367), 
they beat Hoarjr. Padro was oaoonMnw 

king. 

He tailed to keep any of the prom' 
Ises ha had made, and tb* Black 
Priaeo loft Spain la dlagnat As aoon 
aa tbo drosdad Bagllsb troops were 
goao tho war broke out anew. Henry 
gained many Tktortaa, He could not 
wholly conquer the king. At last, tn 
i:!t>9. be Induced Pedro to come to hla 
tent for a i)eace conference. 

Scarcely had the two balf-hrulhers 
met In the tent than they flew at each 
other's throats like angry dogs. 
Henry atabbed Pedro with a dagger. 
But the blade broke oC against the 
coat of mall the king woro under hla 
cloak. P*df6 then, by main foroe, 
caught Henry tn bis arms and hurled 
him to tbo ground. But one of Henry's 
followers tripped Pedro and aont Mm 
sprawling. Before the fallen king 
could scramble to bla feet, Henry 
drove a aword through hla throat. 

Thus porlubed Pedro the Cruel in 
his thlrty-sUth year. Henry seized 
tbo tbroa% pat the slain monarch's 
two sons In a eag* and starved them 
to death. Boooadrsl though Podro was,

THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

la Seeend-Claaa cities the School 
Board consists of five members elect- 
ed from tho city at large for a term 
of four yeara. In November. IVIJ, all 
five members are to be elected, two 
members for two years, and three 
members for four years. 

In Third and Fourth-Clasa citlea the 
School Board eonaiata of two mem- 
bers from each ward, elected by the 
olty at large for- four years, in So- 
veiiiticr. r.<i;i, one member Is to be 
elected in each ward in which tbe 
term explrea. 

Eligibility to School Board. 

In Sscond-Claaa citlea, women, twen- 
ty-four years of age, residents of tbe 
city, who havo boon cltisena of the 
United Statea for thrao yeara and who 
are able to read and write, are oligible 
to the School Board. 

In Third-Claaa eltles, women, twen- 
ty-four yeara of age. eittsens of Ken- 
tucky, resldeata in the eity for two 
yeara. tho last year thereof in the 
ward, who are froeholdera in the city, 
and who are able to read and write, 
are eligible to the School Board. 

In Fourth-Class cities, women who 
are qualified votors (aee below), who 
havo resided In the ward for six 
months, and who are able to read and 
write, are ellglblo to the School Board.

tions of Bchoot trtistees and other 
offioers required to be elected by the 
people and upon all school questions
